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PART  I 

ADMINISTRATION  AND  ORGANIZATION 

(a)     High  School  Pupil  Records 

Duplicates  of  the  records  of  pupils  now  in  High 
School  are  kept  in  the  superintendent's  office.  As  soon 
as  the  marks  are  recorded  on  the  forms  in  the  head- 
master's office  they  are  sent  to  the  sni)erintendent's  office 
to  be  copied  onto  forms  kept  there.  This  plan  serves 
two  important  purposes:  (1)  it  safeguards  the  records 
against  loss  by  tire,  and  (2)  it  enables  the  superintendent 
to  have  at  hand  for  reference  a  record  of  each  individual 
pupil. 

(b)     Reorg'anization  of  Supervisory  Union 

The  cut  by  the  llJo"  legislature  in  the  appro])ri- 
ation  for  the  salaries  of  superintendents  from  .ilO(;,()00 
to  1100,000  compelled  the  state  board  of  education  to  re- 
duce the  number  of  superintendents  and  assistant  super- 
intendents from  lifty-three  to  fifty.  In  order  to  do  this 
several  of  the  supervisory  unions  of  the  state  were  reor- 
ganized to  absorb  the  dissolution  of  two  unions.  One  as- 
sistant sui)erintendency,  that  of  Concord,  was  discontin- 
ued and  the  two  unions  dissolved  were  Plymouth  and 
AVolfeboro.  Wolfeboro  and  Tuftonboro  are  "now  in  the 
Pittsfield  union  wliich  now  consists  of  the  school  dis- 
tricts of  IMttsfteld,  AVolfeboro,  Alton,  Barnstead,  New 
Durham  and  Tuftonboro,  and  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
state.  About  1,.'525  pupils  are  enrolled  in  the  schools  of 
the  union  and  are  under  the  immediate  guidance  of  fifty- 
eight  teachers  and  three  school  nurses."

(b)     Text  Books 

The  textbook  needs  stated  in  the  report  last  year 
have  been  largely  taken  care  of  but  the  increases  in  en- 
rollments in  several  of  the  grades  have  made  it  necessary 
to  use  considerable  of  the  budget  money  for  books  for 
these  additional  pupils.  In  the  elementai-y  grades  the 
following  adoi)tions  have  been  made:  art  appreciation 
extension  readers  for  grades  one,  two  and  three;  lan- 
guage books  for  grades  three,  four,  five  and  six;  music 
books  for  grades  four,  five  and  six;  social  science  exten- 
sion readers  for  grades  one,  two  and  three;  and  s]»elling 
books  for  grades  two  to  eight.  In  the  high  school  the 
old  textbooks  in  the  economics  class  and  in  the  biology 
class  have  had  to  be  replaced  by  new  books,  and  new 
composition  books  for  the  junior  and  senior  English  class* 
have  been  adoi)ted.  The  urgent  need  for  some  new  dic- 
tionaries is  still  unmet. 

A  committee  of  teachers  has  been  working  for 
some  time  on  the  selection  of  a  suitable  series  of  text- 
books in  health  for  grades  four,  five  and  six  but  it  is 
doubtful  if  the  budget  will  permit  the  purchase  of  these 
books  tliis  year. 

(c)     Eighth  Grade  Tests 

Standardized  general  achievement  tests  were  given 
last  May  to  all  eighth  grade  pupils  in  the  supervisory 
union.  Of  the  121  taking  the  tests,  44  equaled  or  ex- 
ceeded the  standard  score.  These  44  pujuls  Avere  distrib- 
uted as  follows:  Pittsfield  16  (out  of  32  pupils),  Alton 
9  (out  of  21),  Barnstead  7  (out  of  14),  Farmington  12 
(out  of  48),  and  New  Durham  0  (out  of  6).     The  median 
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score  was  8.4,  four  mouths  aloug  iu  the  eighth  grade. 
This  was  four  mouths  below  staudard.  The  Pittsfield 
mediau  was  8.8,  exactly  staudard;  the  Alton  median  was 
8.7,  one  mouth  lielow  standard;  the  Barustead  median 
was  9.0,  two  months  above  staudard;  Farmington  8.2, 
six  mouths  below  standard,  and  New  Durham  (J. 8,  two 
years  below  staudard.  Twentj'-eight  of  the  121  pupils 
showed  acliievemeut  equal  to  or  better  than  normal 
freshman  iu  high  school  (score  9.8  or  better) ,  forty  showed 
achievement  not  above  normal  seventh  graders  (score 
7.8  or  less),  8  were  two  years  above  staudard  (10.8  or 
better),  20  were  two  years  below  (().8  or  less),  2  were 
three  years  above  (11.8  or  better),  and  1  were  three  years 
below  (5.8  or  less).  One  pupil,  uearh'  sixteen  years  old, 
showed  he  had  reached  only  the  middle  of  the  fourth 
grade  in  scholastic  achievement.

PART  IV 
THE  SCHOOL  PLANT 

Three  major  improvements  in  the  school  plant 
have  been  made  during  the  past  year:  (1)  standardiza- 
tion of  the  natural  lighting  in  the  main  room  of  the  high 
school  building,  (2)  the  moving  of  the  tire  escape  to  a 
more  suitable  location,  and  (3)  the  building  of  a  small 
office  in  the  upper  front  hall. 

A  careful  insjjection  of  the  steam  boiler  at  the 
Central  school  caused  by  a  discovery  of  a  leak  in  it  soon 
after  the  Christmas  holidays  has  finally  resulted  in  the 
conclusion  it  is  too  old  to  make  repairing  advisable. 
There  is,  therefore,  an  article  in  the  warrant  to  provide 
for  the  fnstallation  of  a  new  lieating  plant.     It  is  prob- 
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able  that  most  of  the  radiators  and  some  of  the  piping 
can  be  nsed  bnt  tlie  boiler  and  most  of  the  piping  i)rob- 
ably  shonld  go  on  the  scrap  heap.  A  new  heating  plant 
sho\ild  heat  the  bnilding  much  more  satisfactorily  and 
more  economicall3\ 

Other  improvements  that  shonld  receive  attention 
as  soon  as  possible  are  (1)  the  installation  in  the  first 
and  second  gra<le  room  of  the  windows  removed  from 
the  main  room  last  snnimer,  and  (2)  the  replacement  of 
the  old  spine-twisting,  tip-seat  type  desk  by  modern 
movable  fnrnitnre.

(a)     Report  of  Headmaster 

Mr.  Lester  B.  Badger, 
Superintendent  of  Schools, 
Alton,  New  Hampshire, 
Dear  Mr.  Badger : 

On  June  17,  ,1937,  nine  seniors  were  graduated 
from  Alton  High  School.  A  list  of  these  students  fol- 
lows and  a  notation  of  their  pursuits  chosen  in  the  fall 
of  the  same  year :

The  percentage  of  graduates  who  continue  in 
school  is  still  noticeably  high  as  compared  to  the  state 
average.  For  the  past  three  j^ears  over  lift}'  per  cent  of 
the  high  school  graduates  in  Alton  liave  gone  further  in 
their  pursuit  of  learning. 

AGRICULTURE 

The  activities  of  the  Agricultural  work  have  been 
capably  handled  under  the  guidance  of  Mr.  D.  H,  Mc- 
Leod,  who  joined  the  faculty  last  fall.  Under  his  super- 
vision, the  students  in  this  course  attended  the  annual 
judging  contest  at  Durham  last  fall  where  they  competed 
against  seventeen  (17)  other  high  schools  of  the  state. 
Although  the  boys  did  not  win    man}-    first    places  they 
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did  will  the  most  coveted  award,  the  sweepstake  prize. 
This  prize  indicates  that  the  Alton  stndents  displayed  a 
well-balanced  gronp  and  their  ability  to  jndge  was  nearly 
equal  in  all  departments  of  tlie  contest.  We  should  all 
be  proud  of  our  boys  and  make  due  recognition  when- 
ever possible.  The  Future  Farmers  of  America  Club, 
made  up  particularly  of  those  boys  in  this  course,  is 
functioning  again  this  year  with  renewed  spirit  and  zest. 

HOME    ECONOMICS 

111  this  department  we  welcomed  a  new  teacher 
last  fall,  Miss  Elizabeth  Frederick  of  Voorheesville, 
N.  Y.  During  the  r)ast  fall,  Miss  Frederick  sponsored 
two  exhibitions,  one  of  the  grade  work  and  the  other  of 
the  high  school  work  in  this  department.  Both  exhibits 
were  well  planned  and  displayed  a  high  type  of  work 
being  accomplished  in  this  course.  The  public  received 
these,  displays  with  high  praise  for  the  teacher  and  her 
pupils. 

The  Domestic  Arts  Club,  which  is  composed  of 
girls  in  this  course,  has  carried  on  a  program  of  instruc- 
tion the  nature  of  which  is  not  inchided  in  the  course  of 
study  in  this  department.  Topics  such  as  cosmetics, 
hairdressing,  etc.,  are  discussed  during  meetings  of  this 
club. 

IMUSIC 

The  conrse  of  study  as  ado])ted  by  the  Alton 
school  board  for  this  school  year  of  19o7-88  has  provided 
for  pupils  electing  this  subject  to  receive  more  point 
credit.  This  year  for  the  first  time,  music  was  made  an 
elective  course,  thereby  weeding  out  those  who  had  no 
specific  desire  to  spend  time  in  music  classes  but  were 
compelled  to  by  school  requirements. 

Glee  Club,  chorus,  and  orchestra  provide  ample 
opportunity  for  the  pur)ils  in  the  high  school  to  give  ex- 
pression to  their  musical  inclinations.  The  greatest  dif- 
ficulty to  be  encountered  at  the  present  time  by  these 
groups  and  the  instructor.  Miss  Wheeler,  is  the  decided 
lack  of  suitable  music  which  should  be  purchased  as  soon 
as  possible. 

Opportunity  for  pupils  in  either  the  high  or  grade 
school  to  receive  private  instruction  on  some  musical 
instruments  has  been  made  possible  this  year.  Pupils 
in  the  school  who  are  already'  quite  proficient  on  some 
instrument  are  helping  others  with  the  simple  elements. 
Time  is  provided  for  this  instrnction  during  the  school 
day,  the  only  requirement  being  that  those  receiving 
this  help  must  be  doing  satisfactory  scholastic  work. 
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SPORTS 

Althongh  athletics  were  suspended  last  year,  the 
program  of  sports  was  revived  with  a  great  abundance 
of  enthusiasm  tliis  year.  During  the  past  fall  a  league 
was  formed  among  the  boys  in  the  school  and  a  series 
of  games  was  played.  About  thirty-eight  boys  partici- 
pated. The  girls'  activities  for  the  fall  Avere  organized 
under  the  guidance  of  Miss  Twombly.  Badminton,  vol- 
ley ball  and  ring  tennis  were  enjoyed  by  those  girls  de- 
siring physical  activity. 

During  this  winter,  basketball  and  winter  sports 
have  held  the  center  of  interest.  Twenty-nine  (29)  boys 
answered  the  call  for  basketball  players,  eighteen  of 
which  have  been  faithful  in  practice  during  the  season. 
Fifty-three  grade  and  high  school  pupils  have  fonned  the 
nucleus  of  the  Winter  Sports  team  and  have  met  with 
remarkable  success. 

For  the  second  successive  year  the  teachers  in  Al- 
ton, both  grade  and  high  school,  sponsored  the  Alton 
Winter  Carnival.  The  proceeds  of  the  carnival  are  the 
chief  source  of  revenue  and  i)ractically  finance  the  entire 
sports  program  in  the  school. 

This  spring  the  boys  will  follow  their  desire  for 
sports  by  organizing  a  baseball  team  to  represent  the 
school.  However,  the  problem  at  present  is  activity  for 
the  girls.  The  budget  does  not  allow  for  expenditure  of 
a  great  deal  of  money  and  inasmuch  as  equiinnent  is  on 
hand  for  baseball  it  makes  it  easy  to  provide  baseball 
for  the  boys.  It  would  be  a  great  aid  to  girls'  activity 
if  some  means  of  providing  field  hockey  equipment  could 
be  found. 

It  is  my  desire  and  intention  while  directing  the 
sports  activities  of  this  school  that  as  many  pupils  as 
possible  shall  participate  in  some  form  of  sports  and 
not  a  program  designed  for  the  favored  few. 

OTHER   ACTIVITIES 

Rhetoricals  have  been  required  of  each  pupil  this 
year  as  in  past  years.  Already  the  Seniors,  Juniors  and 
Sophomores  have  given  public  performances.  The  Fresh- 
man class  will  have  completed  their  requirement  by  the 
time  this  report  goes  to  print. 

The  health  conditions  of  the  school  will  be  report- 
ed by  Miss  Langille  and  no  further  space  is  necessary  in 
this  report. 
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The  lighting  conditions  in  the  main  room  have 
been  greatl}-  improved  by  the  addition  of  more  windows. 
Needless  to  say  the  office  which  was  provided  for  the 
school  at  the  time  of  the  window  installation  has  been 
and  will  be  greatly  appreciated  by  those  using  such. 

Fire  drills  liave  been  held  at  least  once  in  two  or 
three  week  periods.  The  time  requirement  to  unload  the 
building  of  two  hundred  and  five  pupils  has  been  clocked 
as  high  as  forty-seven  seconds  and  as  low  as  thirty-one. 

This  report  has  been  written  to  scan  the  general 
activities  as  carried  on  in  this  school.  A  report  of  this 
nature  cannot  successfully  depict  the  total  school  life. 
If  it  were  possible,  it  would  be  ever  so  much  more  satis- 
factory for  parents  and  friends  of  the  school  to  call  at 
the  school  and  spend  sufficient  time  in  classes  and  con- 
ferences with  the  teachers.  To  improve  our  scholastic 
tone  there  is  a  great  need  for  everyone  to  take  the  prob- 
lem of  our  schools  more  to  heart  and  spend  time  think- 
ing and  planning  toward  reaching  certain  objectives.  I 
trust  more  citizens  of  the  town  in  the  future  will  feel  a 
friendliness  toward  the  school  and  show  their  interest 
by  visiting  and  discussing  the  school  with  the  teachers 
and  myself.

(b)     Report  of  School  Nurse 

The  general  health  of  the  Alton  school  children 
has  been  unusually  good  since  the  epidemic  of  measles 
last  Avinter  with  the  record  broken  only  by  the  few  cases 
of  chicken-pox  wldcli  appeared  just  after  scliool  closed 
in  June. 

One  of  tlie  most  forward  looking  steps  in  the  in- 
terest of  the  health  of  the  school  children  was  taken  by 
the  voters  of  Alton  when  they   included    provisions    for 
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hot  lunches  during  the  cold  months  in  the  annual 
budget.  An  unusually  large  percentage  of  the  school 
children  of  Alton  are  compelled  to  bring  lunches  because 
of  the  centralized  school  system  in  this,  the  third  larg- 
est town  in  area  in  New  Hampshire,  malving  the  hot 
lunch  problem  one  of  the  most  difficult  ones  for  the  school 
authorities.  This  Imppy  solution  will  have  very  far- 
reaching  etfects  on  the  health  of  the  children,  as  well  as 
the  quality  of  school  worlc  done  by  the  children  thus 
benefited,  at  the  same  time  providing  practical  experience 
in  preparing  lunches  for  the  Home  P^conomics  girls. 

Through  clinics,  as  well  as  privately,  many  chil- 
dren have  had  physical  defects  corrected.  The  necessity 
of  this  work  is  being  appreciated  by  more  parents  each 
year.  Most  of  the  worst  cases  of  very  bad  tonsils  have 
received  attention,  although  there  are  still  several  chil- 
dren in  a  dangerous  condition,  just  ready  for  the  addi- 
tional infection  needed  to  start  complications  as  was 
recently  demonstrated  by  the  serious  illness  of  a  primary 
school  child  with  neglected  tonsils.  Dr.  Tuttle  has  been 
most  cooperative  in  getting  these  defects  corrected. 

A  large  percentage  of  the  children  needing  glasses 
have  been  fitted,  making  it  possible  to  do  the  required 
school  work  with  as  little  damage  to  the  weakened  eye 
as  possible. 

The  greatest  need  at  the  present  time  is  a  school 
dental  clinic.  Only  2:)  per  cent  of  the  children  with  bad 
teeth  received  dental  attention  last  year.  It  is  not  prac- 
tical to  try  to  organize  a  school  dental  clinic  without 
any  sponsor  as  was  demonstrated  very  forcefully  two 
years  ago.  If  enough  public  interest  could  be  found  to 
sponsor  such  a  clinic,  the  Alton  children  could  benefit 
verv  greatlv  bv  school  dental  clinic  service. 

"  Willi  the  help  of  the  State  Board  of  Health,  and 
at  Dr.  Tuttle's  request,  a  diphtheria  prevention  clinic 
was  offered  and  about  fort}-  per  cent  of  the  school  chil- 
dren of  Alton  are  now  protected  from  di]>htheria  by  a 
Toxoid  inoculation.  This  number  of  immune  children 
will  do  a  great  deal  toward  protecting  the  town  from  a 
diphtheria  epidemic  so  that  the  GO  per  cent  of  unprotect- 
ed children  will  be  less  likely  to  be  exposed  in  Alton.
